the State of New York had 
prescribed the form of wor- 
ship and a majority of the 
Supreme Gourt said. this is un- 
constitutional, The ,fact that 
the prayer was undenomina- 
tional and approved by sever- 
al faiths did not alter the sit- 
uation the Court held. 


However, wwe have probably 
not heard the last word from 
the Supreme Court. Two cases 
involving Bible reading in the 


* schools, one from Maryland 


and one from Pennsylvania, 
have been appealed to the 
Court, The decision in these 
enses will cofne closer to Maine 
law which states that there 
shall be, in all publi¢ schools, 
daily or at suitable intervals, 
readings from the -Seriptures 
with special emphasis upon 
the Ten Commandments, the 
Psalms of David, the Proverbs] 
of Solomon, the Sermon on the 
Mount, and the Lord's Prayer.
